WASHINGTON (UPI) —

The special session, convened at 
noon, was called to hear arg u ­ 
ments for and against postpone­ 
ment of integration at tension- 
torn Central High where U. S. 
troops enforced racial desegrega­ 
tion last year. 
From today’s proceedings w as 
expected Lo come the first clarifi­ 
cation by the high court itself of 
what it m eant May 31, 1955, when 
it ordered integration of public 
schools to proceed ‘‘with all delib­ 
erate speed.” 
In a brief filed two hours before 
the session started, the govern­ 
ment asserted that barring the Ne­ 
gro children from (Antral High 
this fall would deprive them ‘‘of 
their constitutional rights.” 
The government charged that 
the Little Rock School Board has 
made no attempt to resist the 
‘‘band of trouble makers” trying 
to block integration at the high 
school. 
Board Asked Delay 
The Little Rock School Board,

Three hours before the start of 
the court .Session at noon specta­ 
tors were lining up for the rela­ 
tively few seats available for the 
public.
